Can a human being actually lose a 
rt of his brain substance without suf- 
ott any serious loss of that mysteri- 
pus thing called “‘the mind?’ 

This question has had a vast interest 
fer the scientific workers of the last 
quarter-century. It is given fresh in- 
lerest by the case of Cecil Mullins, an 
ji-year-old boy who is ngw a patient at 
the St. Louis City Hospital. 

Six weeks ago this boy was taken 
fo the hospital with his skull badly 
Srushed in the region of the left tem- 
ple. Bits of the sharp, broken bone 
fad been driven inward, not only tear- 
Ing a ragged hole through the delicate 
brain-covering, but actually burying 
themselves an inch deeper in the brain 
itself, cutting and bruising the fine tis- 
Bues over a circular space as large as 
RB silver dollar. 

Pr. J. W. Shankland, first assistant 
Buperintendent of the hospital, per- 
¥ormed an operation immediately, re- 
™moving the fragments of bone, stopping 
the bleeding, and dressing the wound

But he lived. He is a live today and 
is declared by Dr. Shankland to be 
practically out of danger. That is a 
part of the wonder. Another part is 
the fact that in two operations that 
have been performed and in the care of 
the injury, no less than a tablespoonful 
wf the brain has been taken from the 


_ boy’s head. This strange wound to the 


brain itself is rapidly healing. Cecil ap- 
pears alert, bright, cheerful. 

At a first meeting and greeting there 
is no sign of any Iill-effect of his dread- 
ful experience. In body and in the or- 
dinary working of the mind he is now 
@imost as well and strong as ever.

CLINTON, Ill, Aug. 2.—Fred Magill 
and Faye Graham. Magill, his bride of 
four weeks, were indicted today for. the 
murder of Mrs. Pet Magill, -his first 
wife. Magill and his bride were in the 
packed courtroom when the indictments 
were returned. Each true bill contained 
six counts, as follows: That the murder 
was done by the administration of 
strychnine poison; that it was done by 
arsenic; that she was smothered with a 
that she was strangled to death 
that she committed sui- 


quilt; 
by chlorofom; 
cide as the result of a compact and 


agreement with the defendants and by 
their advice and counsel; that her death 
was caused by the defendants, by sume 
means unknown to the grand jury. 
. The reasons for having so many counts 
in the indictments is that the State 
can select at the trial that one which 
seems most strongly supported by the 
evidence. ...So .many..counts.in the in- 
dictments, citing so many ways by 
which death might have been caused, 
is tnken as an evidence of the weakness 
of the State’s case. It shows. that there 
is-no definite evidence at all as to how 
her death was caused, if she was mur- 
dered, and the jury made a separate 
count to cover each possible means of 
death. 
Sat Together in Court. 

Faye Magill was dressed in a linen 

skirt, a white shirtwaist and a black 


straw.hat. Her husband wore a blue 
serge suit. They sat together Inside the 
railing, their four attorneys around a 
table in front of them. While hun- 
dreds stared at. them they looked 
straight ahead at the Judge upon the 
bench. 

As soon as the indictments were filed 
the prisoners were hurried ouf of the 
courtroom and locked in an ante-room 
with the Sheriff's wife, where they 
remained until court adjourned at 11:30 
a. m. 

All the people who had been in the 
courtroom and. hundreds more who 
could not get in thronged ‘the corridors 
and stairways of the Courthouse and 
filled the Courthouse square when the 
door of the ante-room opened and the 
party came out. 

The bride and the Sheriff's wife were 
together. Faye had her arm within that 
of the older woman. The woman ac- 
cused of murder gave one quick glance 
at the faces peering at her and seemed 
to shrink from the stare. She waiked 
close to the Sheriff's wife as they 
picked their way down the stairway. 
Fred Magill, with a new Panama hat 
upon the back of his head, came down 
the stairway with a swaggering walk. 
Several men in the crowd who knew 
him called, ‘‘Hello, Fred!"’ He answered, 
cheerfully enough, ‘Hello, there!’’ 

As the party came out of the Court- 
house door a thousand men, women and 
children pushed after them, jostling 
each other, crowding in upon the Sher- 
iff, his wife and their two prisoners. 

The Sheriff's wife walked ahead, with 
Faye Magill. Fred came behind with the 
Sheriff. They walked leisurely across 
the square, past the bank where Fred 
warked so long as clerk; past the cloth- 
ing store where Faye worked as cash- 
ler, and where Fred used to call many 
times a day to talk with her, and on 
down one street and up another for a 
distance of five blocks to the Jail.

Children’s Home Society of Mis- 
souri Has Ordinance Provid- 
ing Authority for Infants. 





Saving to the city in the maintenance 
of foundlings is promised by an ordi- 
nance fathered by the Children’s Home 
Society of Missouri, which is eager to 
‘undertake the care of some of these lit- 
tle public charges. 

A bill to commit to that institution a 
share of the little waifs was introduced 
by Delegate Priesmeyer Tuesday. Like 
the ordinances which authorized the 
commitment of foundlings to the Be- 
thesda Home, the St. Louis Colored Or- 
phans’ Home and St. Ann's Foundling 
Asylum, Priesmeyer’s bill provides that 
the city shal] pay $12 a month each for 
their maintenance until they have 


reach the age of 3 years. 

Rev. C. C. Stahmann, superintendent 
of the Chi'dren’s Home, says that his 
organization would find homes for the 
abandoned children almost as fast as 
they were received and in this way 
would save the city a considerahle sum 
that otherwise would: have to be ex- 
pended for their care through two or 
three vears. 

The arrangement now existing be- 
tween the city and the several orphan- 
ages gives the Bethesda Home all waifs 
‘fountl. south of Olive street, and all 
north of that line to St. Ann’s. Negro 
children, wherever found, are sent to 
the St. Louis Colored Orphans’ Home. 

On July 31 there were in these three 
homes 49 children, whose maintenance 
is paid by the-city. St. Ann’s had I5, 
the Bethesda Home 2 and the Colored 
Home 8.» For the 15 children at St. 
Ann's the city paid for the month 
$147.86. The others received proportion- 
ate amounts. Last year the care of 
foundlings cost the city $6472.92. 

It is the custom to keep the found- 
lings until they are 3 years old, when 
the city is relieved from further cost, 
unless they are transferred to the In- 
dustrial School. This is done in most 
cases.

a few brief tests tended to show that 
memory has suffered. 

Questioning discovered that he could 
not remember the names of his former 
playmates.

Remembering their 
faces, he says he does not recall their 
names until he first hears them spoken.

All of these, he say@, have es- 
caped him since he was hurt. 

Stories Almost New. 


He says, too, that he has always been 
fond of reading boys’ stories. Since 
his confinement to bed he has reread 
some of these, and finds them almost as 
good as new, until they have been pon- 
dered and digested afresh.

With food before 
him, he will starve to death because 
he does not Know how to pick it up 
and eat it. He Is left as a mere au- 
tomaton—a sort of Hving mechanical 
toy. In the same way the thinking 
power of the ‘‘big.bratn” may be part- 
ly destroyed by the removal of a part 
of the tissue. 

Loses Part of Past, 

This last is what has. befallen Ce- 
‘ell Mullins. Something of what he 
has learned in the past has been lit- 
erally taken away from him, in the 
removal of;that tablespoonful of brain 
substance, where his knowledge of 
words has been stored away. What 
he has lost he will have to learn 
over again. How well he will be able 
to do this only time can tell; but for

THEY BLAME  ENEMS$ES 


Mayor Wants to Know Wheth- 
er They Are Interested in 
Improper Houses. 


Persistent rumors that members of 
the East St. Louis police force were 
interested in reserts in ‘“‘The Valley,” a 
notorious East Side region, have re- 
sulted in the suspension of two police 
officers pending an investigation. Other 
suspensions are expected and if the ru- 
mors are borne out there will be a 
shake-up of the depariment. 

The men suspended are Frank Molla, 
desk sergeant at headquarters, and 
Tony Stocaner, superiautendent of t.e 
Bertillon system. They were deprived 
of their stars Thursday evening on or- 
ders of Mayor Cook. 

The order was communicated to Chief 
Purdy Thursday afternoon. He direct- 
ed Lieut. Doyle, in command at head- 
quarters, to suspend the men. When 
they came on after supper he took their 
stars from them and informed them 
of the charges against them. 

The charge against Moila is that 
he is interested in three houses, at 
303, 305 and 307 St. Louis avenue. Tha 
charge ugainst Stocker is that he is 
Interesteu in a house on St. Louis 
avenue conducted by Pearl Runde. 

Mayor Cook says the charges are 
not based On specific information, but 
on rumors so persistent that he feels 
that it is due the men as well as the 
department that there should be an 
investigation. He says that if the 
men are guilty he wants to remove 
them from the devartment. If they 
are not guilty he thinks that they 
have a right to have the fact estab- 
lished. 


Men Deny the Charges. 


Both men deny the charges. Molla 
said Friday that the records would 
show that all three houses were 
leased by a brewing company and 
sublet to individuals. 

One of the allegations against Molla 
is that he bought the furniture for a 
house at 305 St. Louis avenue. He says 
Myrtle Anderson bought the furniture, 
nearly $500 worth of it, from an East 
St. Louis furniture house, paying $20 
down and $€4 a week for it, and that 
she is paying for it with her own 
money. 

He attributes the charges to enemies 
both in and out of “The Valley.’’ He 
says residents of the locality are down 
on him because he has caused them to 
be fined and. that’ the element in the 
city which he characterizes are “the 
moral squad” are down on him because 
he Hasn‘’t caused them to be fined 
oftener and run out of*town. 

Molla is 36 and single. He is a son 
of C. C. Mola, an ice dealer with 10 
sons, who recently broke the ice lid. 


Woman Turned Up Thieves, 


Stocker, a married man Hiving at 112 
South Main street, says that the only re- 
lations he has had with Pearl Rundle 
was in connection with the arrest of 
some alleged mail-box thieves who were 
“turned up’’ by her. She gave him in- 
formation which resulted in the arrest 
and prosecution of the men. 

Mayor Cook says if he is unable to 
get to the bottom of the charges he will 
turn the matter over to the Police Com- 
mittee of the Council. 

Both suspended men had an interview 
with the Mayor Friday morning. 

Molla and Stocker have been promi- 
nent members of the force and have 
been regarded as efficient men.

KOREANS FIGHT 
DESPERATELY 10 
PRESERVE ARMS 


Resenting Ruthless Orders of 
Japanese Officers, They 
Fire on, Them. 


———— 


MANY KILLED IN RIOTS 








Native Soldiers Sullenly Retire 
Under Bullets of Mi- 
kado’s Men. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

SEOUL, Aug. 2.—The Korean _ sol- 
diery, maddened by the ruthless orders 
of the Japanese disbanding the native 
army, continue to show their resent- 
ment by sporadic but ireffective at- 
tacks on their new rulers. Heretofore 
the inoffensive natives have shown a 
disposition to accept the inevitable, but 
the order to throw down their arms was 
the last straw and it aroused their 
fightifig spirit. 

Already scores of Koreans and many 
Japanese soldiers have been killed and 
more bloodshed is expected before the 
Korean froops are forced into submis- 
sion. 

Early this morning a battalion of Ko- 
rean soldiers, resenting disbandment, 
at @ given signal, attacked their 
mounted Wapanese officers, who had 
arrived at Little West Gate Barracks 
to demand the surrenaer of their muni- 
tions, Two of the Japanese Officers 
escaped on horseback. The third one 
fell from his horse and escaped afoot. 

Retired Under Heavy Fire. 

Firing began and the Koreans sallied 
out of Little West Gate, but were forced 
to retire under a Japanese fire from the 


tower gate, Gen. Ukaziki ordered out re- 
inforcements at 10:30 o’clock and the 
barracks and adjacent buildings were 
completely invested. There was con- 
Uinuous sniping and also fire from the 
Japanese machine guns. 

The entrances to the Japanese sec- 
tion of the city have been under a 
heavy guard of gendarmes. since mid- 
night arf troops and machine guns are 
stationed in al] the streets. Gen. Oxa- 
ziki believes he has ample troops to 
control the situation. 

The other three Korean’ garrisons 
have not mutinied. The invested quar- 
ter is adjacent to tne Consulate quar- 
ter, which is protected by a strong 
cordon of Japanese troops. 

Korean Officer Kills Himself. 

Sixty Koreans and at least forty Jap- 
anese fell in riots yesterday. Some re- 
ports say the casualties will reach 13v. 
During the firing the American coa- 
sulate was hit. 

About 3000 men willingly disbandcd; 
marching without «ims through the 
parade grounds, where, according *o 
rank, they received gratuities ra’ ging 
from 2 to 80 yen. 

At 8 o’clock yesterday morning ihe 
Minister of War read *he rescript of Cis- 
bandment to the Ligher Korean offi- 
cers. 

Maj. Paksung Huan, commander of 
the First Battalion of the First Shiwa 
Regiment, returned to the barracks and 
,committed suicide. This excited his sub- 
ordinates and a battalion of the Second 
Shiwa, who attacked two Japanese of- 
‘ficers an dtheir orderlies. 

' Qmne battalion marched on the south 
‘gate, where a clash occurred, in which 
|Capt. Kajiwara and two others were 
| xilled. Over 100 Koreans escaped with 
| heir rifles and divided into two bands. 

The rescript of disbandment, which is 
attributed to the Iwanyung, but for 
which the Japanese say Marquis Ito is 
also responsible, begins by saying that 
the existing army of hirelings is unfit 
for the native defense and orders them 
‘to disband and receive gratuity and not 
to commit any reprehensibel acts. 

Marquis Ito has provided the foreign 
consulates with guards as a precaution.

The first reports that spies were at 
work here came from Camp Lindsay, 
at Tipton, Pa., last week, while the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania was in 
unnual encampment. It was claimed a 
1mnber of Japanese had sought é¢mploy- 
nent as servants in the officers’ quar- 
ers, and that evidence placed in the 
hands of the commander showed good 
‘ause to suspect two of those who got 
‘mploy ment. : 

Since the guardsmen returned from 
‘amp, three Japanese have applied for 
‘mployment in the Pittsburg mills that 
yroduce armor plate and engines for the 
American Navy. Japanese students fre- 
iuently are given employment in these 
mills, but owing to the suspicions roused 
yy the appiicants this week they were

fusing bustle of the city. 

Three in Party. 

“Two girls I knew at home, Nettie 
Polete and Mandy Button, were going 
to come to St. Louis to get jobs,’ Min- 
mie said in telling the story. ‘‘They 
asked me to come with them and they 
said they woul? pay my way and we 
would all get work and make lots of 
money 3y, because people’are paid 
big wa when they work in the city. 
Sole along. 

“I didg’t have any idea what St. 
Louis was like. I thought it would be 
just like all of the little towns I have 
seen. 

“The girls knew about some place on 
Franklin avenue and so we all roomed 
together over there some place. I am 
80 ‘jiggled up’ that I don’t know where 
it was. For five days we took turns 
going out to hunt jobs, but we just 
couldn't find anyone wno wanted us to 
work, so we just walked around the 
streets without knowing what to do or 
where to go. 

“I didn’t have any money, so the 
other girls paid the rent on the room 
and bought the things to gut. 

“We got awful scared and the other 
girls decided to get back home before 
all their money was gone and they 
wanted me to go too and promised 
to take me back with them, but I said 
as I was here I wouldn’t give up. I 
stayed all alone. I thought I coulda 
find a place to work and I didn’t want 
them to spend any more money for 
me, 

“A woman wo owned a little res- 
taurant with just four tables, I don’t 
agai where the place is now, I am 

80 ‘jiggled,’ but she let me stay with 
her and let me work waiting on ta- 
bles, I just had to have some place 
to stop and a place to get something 
to eat sol didn’t ask her how much 
ahe would pay me for working. After 
IT had stayed there four or five days, 
the woman got to’ drinking and I 
asked her to let me sleep in the va- 
cant room next to hers. She got aw- 
ful mad at me and told mes of course 
I couldn't unless I had money to pay 
for it. She said I hadn’t earned any- 
thing yet.

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TARDY DISCOVERY. 

The discovery that unpublished writings of 
Archimedes and unknown facts of his life @&nd 
works have been preserved in Constantinople 
is not going to create the stir it would have 
created a few years ago.

The history of the Judy Schoolhouse is full of 
instruction for philanthropists.

JUST ABOUT STRAWBERRIES 

ANY persons have wondered how strawberries got their name. They have 

M been so called by Anglo-Saxon people for hundreds of years, but no 
corresponding name for them eppears in other languages. Qn the con- 
trary, their fragrance mainly is set forth in the names by which they are called 
in non-English lands. The old Anglo-Saxon form was “strawberries.” It 
seeins probable that the “straw” is the long 8tem of the vine, which runs 
along the ground, says the Chicago News. Some have thought, however, that 
in ancient times the Anglo-Saxon berry hunters brought the berries home or sent 
them to market upon straws. The explanation that the word is a corruption 
of ‘‘strayberry,’’ due to the running hab't of the strawberry vine, is believed to 
be erroneous, as well as that which would derive the name from the habit of 
placing straw among the plants to keep the berries off the ground. Coronets of 
dukes are adorned with strawberry leaves, though authorities on heraldry in- 
sist that they are not strawberry leaves at all, 
which popular fancy has turned into the foliage of the favorite berry. 
ever, strawberry leaves are actually borne by the House of Fraser of Lovatt as 
& punning atlugion to the family name, since ‘“‘fraises’’ is French for strawber- 
ries. In Paris, the familiar cry of ‘‘Fraises du bois!’’ resounds upon the street« 
during the wild-strawberry time. The fragrant berry is brought in by the bar- 
row load and sold in great: quantities fn all quarters of the city. The French 
name is from the Latin “fraga,’’ from which we get our word “fragrant.”

soap and water. A great English manufactyring firm had built—with the assist- 
ance of an American architect, by the —-a group of model houses for its. 
workmen ahd their tamilies. Each/apartment had its bathroom, containing a 
fair-sized bathtub, a foregone con¢é'usion in most American apartments. Six 
months later an inspection disclosed the discouraging fact that only two of the 
tubs were cver in constant use; all of the others were, utilized as compart-, 
ments for storing coal, clothes arfd even food. In Russia the condition of the 
peasant is unspeakable, and in all the other European countries there is not 
overmuch bathing done in winter or in summer. 

But the American workman does bathe. Even if it fs only a Saturday-night 
tub, at least it is a thorough scrub, and he is singularly free from complaints 
which arise from dirt. On Sundays, when he goes forth a-holiday-making with 
his wife and flock of young ones, dressed in their best, they are as clean and 
fresh a little group as one could wish to sec. 

That we have taken this progressive step in hygiene and are numbered 
among those who bathe is truly a consoling thought. Of course, we might goa 
step farther and bathe too often—or rather too long, as the decudent Romans

For 2000 vears -men have been study- 
ing it and only now does success seem 
in sight. 

One of the most remarkable things 
admitted by physicians now in disctss- 
ing the disease is that we have not 
disproved any of the more important 
theories. of the ancients on the subject, 
but have only elaborated on them and 
verified them. 

Four hundred years before the Chris- 
tian era that yreat ‘sreek, Hippocrates, 
wrote learnedly on malaria. Yet today 
it is encountered with dread Wy physi- 
cians. Ful] of astounding facts is its 
story. 

Between man and nature, seemingly, 
has the malarial war been waged. Per- 
haps, though, it would be nearer cor- 
rect .to say that it has been fought 
between man and himself. 

For: scientists belleve that in this, 
as other diseases, it is a violation of 
Nature’s laws, rather than a _ procliv- 
iiy of Nature herself, that nas wrought 
the’ trouble. | 

One hears nowadays of “intermittent 
fever,’ and is apt to imagine it a mod- 
ern term, Only in Dpraseciony is it 
so. 

The ancients knew of intermittent fe- 
ver. About 400 Bi C. the Romans and 
Greeks hag decided that mialarial fe- 
vers. were not ‘tinuous in type, and 
divided them into three classes—those 
occurring etery. day, every other day 
and every third day. 

And that classification, 
tials, stands today. 

Again, those ancients had discovered 
a direct connection between the disease 
and swampy or marshy places, and even 
suggested that it was disseminated to 
man by a germ. All of which—with 
some elaboration—is now known to be 
true.

that they had made a progressive step 
in the treatment of malgria. 


And so they had, for today quinine re- 
mains the accepted specific against ma- 
laria. 


About the middle of the last century 
came another important discovery; it 
was found-thanks to the microscope— 
that the “‘malartal pigment” granules in 
the blood are the waste matter thrown 
off by little parasites, which, Hving in 
the blood, cause the disease. 


Then, at a later period, Pasteur, Koch, 
Lister and others were discovering that 
bacteria were the cause of anthrax, 
tuberculdsis, cholera, typhoid and lep- 
rosy. 

The difference is that the malaria 
germs are the lowest form of animal 
life, while the bacteria causing those 
other diseases are the lowest form of 
vegetable life. 


A rather extraordinary discovery {fs 
that children in the tropics carry about 
myriads of malaria germs in their sys- 
tem all the time, and, if they live to 
maturity—which very many of them do 
not--they become immune. 

Only about ten years ago was it dis- 
covered—although some such things had 
been suspected for centurles—that when 
mosquitoes of a certain species suck the 
blond of an affected person, an!mal or 
bird, they draw in the parasites of ma- 
laria and itnport them to the next vic- 
tim they bite.

r THINK if. people could only be 
‘| brought to realize the scope of 
the work you are doing and its 
excellence, you would surely have no 
trouble in maintaining it continuously.” 
This is what Mrs. William P. Ken- 
nett of 3962 Delmar boulevard paid 
Thursday .morning, after a visit to the 
laboratory of the Pure’ Milk and Free 
Ice Fund. She was first shown through 
the laboratory and the different proc- 
esses through which the milk is put 
were démonstrated for her. 

“The ‘mi st put into these 
tanks,” said Mrs. Grace F. Howard, 
who has charge of. the distribution at 
the laboratory. “It is bottled by means 
of these little machines, then put into 
trays and placed in this metal chamber, 
where it is pasteurted.”’ 

“When are the bottles corked?” asked 
Mrs. Kennett. 

“They are corked as soon as they 
are filled, though the corks are placed 
in very lightly during the heating 
process. Then the trays of bottles are 
placed in this tank, and cold water 
run on them very slowly, to cool them 
gradually. As soon as the bottles are 
thoroughly cool, the corks are tightened, 
and the bottles are placed in the ice 
chest. They are kept here at a tem- 
perature of 40 degrees, until they are 
calied for, and each mother is instruct- 
ed to feed the baby from the bottle 
she gets the milk in. The bottles are 
thoroughly sterilized and this is done 
in order to insure absolutely clean 
milk.”’ 

‘Excellent! Fine!’’ said Mrs. Ken- 
nett. “That is a very practical and 
sure way of knowing that the milk is 
pure when the baby gets it. It is im- 
possible to be absolutely sure that ene 
has washed anything absolutely clean at 
one’s home, and a few germs are liable 
to survive, despite the utmost care.”’ 

“This is where the bottles are 
washed,’ said Mrs. Howard, as she led 
the way to the rear of the corridor. 
There are three large tanks in this 
room, each filled with scalding water. 
The attendants all wear immaculate 
white gloves. S 

The first tank contains a sofution of 
soda. The other two tanks contain 
clear water. The bottle# are rinsed 
twice. Above the first yp A is a reg- 
ulation bottle-washing Arush, which re- 
volves on a. pivot the rate of 200 
revolutions per mingite. Each bottle is 
partly filled with the hot suds and put 
on this brush. The soda solutien loos- 
ens all the. fat from the bottles and 
the brush removes it. After rinsing, the 
bettles are placed upside down in the 
sterilized racks to drain, and are then 
filled. 

In the pasteurizing process, the bot- 
tles are placed in the pasteurizer, a 
metal chamber, in racks, and the tem- 
perature is brought to the desired heat. 
The bottles remain in the pasteurizer 
2 minutes. ; 

H. E. Mertland, superintendent of the 
laberatory, made a butter fat test for 
Mrs. Kennett’s benefit. When the sample 
came frem the testing machine it 
showed 5 per cent of butter fat, 2 per 
cent more than'is required of the dai- 
ries. 

“I make this test of every can of milk 
that is used,’ said Mr. Mortland. “If 
the per cent of butter fat is too small, 
I add cream to the milk until I obtain 
the desired per cent. I also test it for 
fermaldehyde, theugh it is seldom that 
we ever find any in the milk.”’ 

“The milk is certainly perfect by the 
time it reaches the baby,” said Mrs. 
Kennett. “I think the work is absorb- 
ing. I had no {dea of the thoroughness 
ef your methods. I just wish every- 
body ceuld see this.’ ; 

She was then taken into the clinic 
reom, where Dr. A. S. Bleyer weighs 
the babies and advises the mothers. The 
room was well filled with babies of al] 
ages, from 2 weeks to 3 years. Some 
were laughing, some were crying, but 
all were making a noise. The doctor was 
examining a new case. 

“What do.you feed this baby?’ 
asked the mether. 

“Well, I feed her most everything,” 
she answered. “Meat and petatoes and 
tea.’’ 

“You are feeding this baby toe much. 
She is away under weight and would 
fast grow worse on that diet. You must 
do exactly as I tell you if you would 
save her. Give her the milk as I have 
prescribed here. When she is thirsty 
give her barley warer, cool but not 
cold.”’ we 

And then follewed various instruc- 
tions as to bathing and dressing of the 
child, all of which the mother promised 
to observe faithfully. As she left the 
effice she was told to bring the child 


back next Monday. 

“Do you mean to tell me that you 
give constant medical attention to the 
people free of charge, in addition to 
the milk and the ice?’ 

“Any woman may bring her baby as 
often as she likes, and I will examine 
fit and advise her free of charge, pro- 
viding she has no other doctor,” an- 
swered Dr. Bleyer. . '
